DURANT NAMED BY THE DEMOCRATS. 

The Democrats of both Houses held a cau- 
cus tonight to nominate a United States Sen- 
ator, but only ten ot the twenty-four mem- 
bers were present. These ten nominated 
Senatos Edward W. Durant of Stilwater 
and then adjourned. It is understood 
that the majority of the other 
Democratic members wül vote for the 
Hon. Eugene Wilson, the defeated can- 
didate for Governor. Leading Democrats to- 
night deny that they will go into any scheme 
to help elect Sabin. Senator Buckman, Sa- 
bin’s manager, said to a TRIBUNE reporter te- 
night: “Ishall vote for Gen. Washburn 
and ill advise all good Republicans 
to the same. 1 will stand 
by © caucus, but if I wanted 
to do so I could break up the caucus in less 
than ten minutes: Iam much afraid there 
will be a serious bolt and Gen. Washburn 
may not be elected. I hope he will, and I 
know Mr. Sabin had nothing to do with heip- 
ing along this bolt.“ 

Gen. Washburn today wona lawsuit in- 
volving the title to part of his magnificent 
homestead, known as Fair Oaks.

They were at 
times so crowded by the few guests whom 
they entertained that the President and Mrs. 
Cleveland found it necessary to drive to 
town for a bed to sleep in, but even that was 
preferable to existence in the White 
House while it could be avoided. Mrs. 
Cieveiand jokingly said she believed 
she would send a message to 
Congress before March 4, written and signed 
with her own hand, asking for an appropria- 
tion for a new Executive Mansion. Sheadded 
that she knew Mrs. Harrison and the wives 
of succeeding Presidents would thank her for 
so doing, and it is a pity she does not think 
seriously of carrving out in some manner so 
good an intention, for a few words from her 
would have far more weight than anything 
her husband could write. With a few 
flourishes of her pretty hand she could unlock 
the doors of the Treasury. 

I was much struck by a remark made to me 
recently by Alexander Fostin, who was chief 
cook at the White House under President 
Arthur. Mr. Fostin is a Frenchman, one of 
tie dest cooks in the world, and a man who 
has in his d traveled A, wich his eyes 
all the time open. 

„I ver sorry Mrs. Harrison,“ said he in 
his Frenchy way; the range in the White 
House kitchen he get hot, he get cold, he 
never be depend on, and he sometimes 
smoke. He ver old range, bought when Mr. 
Jackson President, no, what you call him 
who was President long before Mr. Artoor, 
after Mr. Lincoln died? O, yes! Mr. Jonn- 
son. He been there since Mr, Johnsen. He 
one poor range.“ 

UNCLE SAM SHOULD BRACE UP. 

It really is Mrs. Cleveland's duty as a good, 
neighborly housekeeper to get hold of her 
rich but stingy old landlord and coax or 
shame him into buying a new cookstove be- 
fore the new tenant comes in. If Uncie 
Sam be permitted to go along in this way a 
few years more, persistently clinging to the 
old war-time stove, failing to put in modern 
plumbing, and in every possible way deny- 
ing the rights and failing to provide for the 
comforts of his tenants, who knows butin a 
short time he will pluck up courage enough 
to follow the example of other iandlords in 
the District of Columbia and put a sign on 


rare occasions the remainder of the house is 
open to the public all day.

The White House, now sev- 
enty-five years old, is just bbout big and good 
enough for a King’s palace in Hayti or the 
Sandwich Islands. It is so shamefully inad- 
equate for the three purposes to which it is 
now devoted—the executive offices, home of 
the President and his family, and official and 
social palace of the head of the Nation—that 
Mrs. Cleveland, Mrs. or some other 
good woman ought to s orusade in favor 
of its demolition and the ding of a Presi- 
dential house that will be a disgrace to 
the Nation.

A BRACE OF ROBBERS. 

It was just about dark last evening and 
Mrs. Wait was on her way up o avenue, 
one of the most aristocratic of Kenwood’s 
many handsome streets, to her home, She 
passed the police station between Fifty- 
second aud Fifty-third streets and got 
as far as the corner of Fifty-first street. 
Three of the four corners at this point are 
occupied by handsome dwellings. The lo- 
cality is so eminently respectable that she 
thought nothing of it when two colored men 
approached her, and she had not the slight- 
est suspicion of their mtention. Not until 
they stopped her and it was evident that they 
were thieves did she become alarmed. 

Then she screamed. The men snatched 
her pocketbook notwithstanding her cries 
for help and ran fer dear life. The purse 
contained a small sum of money. * 

THE POLICE AT WORK. 

The police were promptly informed and 
Capt. Hunt, in addition to notifying all the 
patrolmen at the north end of the village and 
the Chicago police, sent out Detectives Lavin 
and Storms. They, shrewdly assuming that 
the highwaymen were from Chicago and 
would endeavor to make their way back to

TRIED TO BURN UP HIS FAMILY. 


A Maniac Minister in New Jersey Sets Fire 
to His House. 

Paterson, N. J., Jan. 21.—The Rev. Mr. 
Lockwood, pastor of the Reformed 
Church at Fairfield, while suffering 
from acute dementia last night made 
a horrible attempt to burn up his fam- 
ily. The wife and children, owing to 
his wild threats to kill them, barricaded 
themselves in a portion of the house. The 
madman then went from room to room and 
kindled afire in the centre of each. As the 
floors and furniture blazed up the husband 
and father made threats to brain the mem- 
bers of his family if they attempted to es- 
cape. When the fire was almost upon them 
a neighbor, attracted by the flames, game an 
alarm. The peopie quickly gathered, secured 
the meniac minister, and rescued the family.

SOUTH CHICAGO’S OIL-PFLOODED AREA. 


The Entire Locality Suffering from the 
Odor of the Fluid. 

The bursting of one of the receiving tanks 
of the Standard Oil Comvany at East South 
Chicago Sunday and the ioss of some 35,000 
barrels of crude oil will prove a more serious 
loss than was at first thought. 

The collapsed iron structure was tank No. 
2. located on the shore of Lake Michigan at 
the foot of One Hundredth street, and was 
builtof old iron brought from Lima, O., where 
it had also done service as a storage tank. It 
was 50 feet high and 100 feet in diameter. 
The officials of the Standard Oil Company 
are unable to assign any cause for the burst- 
ing of the tank other than faulty construc- 
tion. 

The break occurred on the west side of the 
structure. The flood of crude. oil poured: 
forth in every direction, but the great mass 
of the déluge flowed into the low swamp 
land in the direction of the Baitimore & 
Ohio Kailroad tracks. Stopped in its prog- 
ress by a huge sandbank, none of the fluid 
reached the waters of the lake. . Although 
the snow surrounding the tank hindered the 
progress of the oil, a tract of land fully 
fifteen acres in extent was flooded. 

Surrounding the tanks ofasimilar char- 
acter in the Lima district great walls of earth 
are constructed, so that in case of collapses, 
which are frequent, hardly a galion of the oil 
is lost. In the East Soutn Chicago plant, 
however, the walis had not been built. The 
result will be an almost, total loss. 
The odor from the escaped oil pervades the 
entire locality far and near. The tanks are 
separated half a mile from the surrounding 
houses, and no damage is now feared by the 
residents except in case of fire. As the com- 
pany has surrounded the territory covered 
by the oil with watchmen, it is thought but 
little danger exists. It is deheved that 
scarcely a thousand darrels of oil will be col- 
lected for retanking. The total loss, inelud- 
ing the tank, is estimated ut $10,000 or more.

Mr. Walker could make no statement of 
the liabilities beyond the amounts covered by 
the confessions of judgment. 

It was stated last night that the Vorthwest- 
ern Lumberman, one of the general creditors 
of tne firm, would apply this morning for the 
appointment of a receiver in order that the 
business might be continued without inter- 
ruption. ' 


Grier & Jack Closed Up. 

The tirm of Grier & Jack yesterday went 
into the hands of the Sheriff. The firm were 
wholesale dealers in lamps and giassware at 
No. 18 Lake street. It was composed of H. 
B. Grier and Albert B. Jack, and had been 
in business about six or seven years. Late 
in the afternoon the firm confessed a judg- 
ment in the Superior Court for $13,919.13 in 
favor of the Nauonal Bank of Lilimois, and 
the Sheriff soon alterwards took possession. 
The assets of the firm consist of the stock of 
goods on hand, which is said to be worth 
from $15,000 to $20,000, and a large amount of 
bills receivable and book accounts. The lia- 
bilities are considerably less than the assets, 
but the bank insisted on having the amount 
due it paid. The firm was unable to do so, 
ana this precipitated a crisis. Ihe judgment 
was entered up on a demand note for 
dated several months ago, and on which a 
number of payments had been made, inciud- 
ing one of $1,600 made but a few hours be- 
fore the bank entered up the judgment. 


He Confessed Judgment. 

B. Frank Horsting entered up a confession 
of judgment yesterday by the Keeler Jew- 
elry Company for $8,060. Subsequently Mrs. 
Mary Keeler, one of the members of the firm, 
had Arnold Heap appointed receiver of the 
company by Judge Collins in bona of $12,000. 
Mrs. Keeler says the company’s capital stock 
was $8,000, of which she owns $2,000. Frank 
Horsting owns $5,320 and Eliza Keeler 820. 
She says the company’s business increased 
beyond the amount warranted by the capital 
stock, which is entirely exhausted. The as- 
sets are but little more than sufficient to dis- 
charge the liabilities. The abilities are 
about 7.000, owing mostly to merchandise 
creditors. 


A Levy on a Tobacconist. 

The Sheriff yesterday afternoon took pos- 
session of the establishment of John J. Da- 
vis, a wholesale and retail dealer in cigars 
and tobacco at No. 34 Randolph street. Dur- 
ing the afternoon contessions of judgment 
amounting to about $700 were entered up in 
the Superior Court against Davis.

It is claimed on reliable au- 
thority that the company is loser to the amount 
of $7,000 or $8,000, e guilty men have been 
discharged and are under police surveillance, 

The new registers introduced on the West Side 
a few days ago will largely prevent the defraud- 
ing of the company by the old methods. 

There are many among the conductors and 
drivers who say that the reason for the recent 
discharges is a desire of the company to break 
up the organization ot the men. It is asserted 
that in each case the discharged employé was a 
man who was prominent in supporting Luke 
Coyne for President of the Conductors’ and 
Drivers’ Benevolent Association against Richard 
Convoy, the candidate whom the company was 
supporting. An officer of the association said on 
the suoject yesterday: 

Ido not wish to charge that the company is 
stirring up this trouble for the purpose of break- 
ing up the association. It is true, however, that 
the company would like to destroy it. That is 
shown by its action towards the North Side men 
quite recently as well as by its general attitude. 
The company has been working on these cases 
of ‘knocking down fares for about four months. 
If the men are guilty they ought to be dis- 
charged. But the number laid off within the 
last few days is so great that we want to investi- 
gate it. There are one or two who I know have 
been dishonest. One man used to pull down the 
back of his register and tamper with thé figures. 
He also showed some of the boys how to do it. 
We don’t want to protect those men. But if the 
discharges are unjust we shall protest. I don't 
want to say there will beg tie-up, but we will cer- 
tainly not submit to any Injustice.” 


SNEAK THIEVES ON STREET CARS. 


How West Side Coaductors Are Daily An- 
noyed and Defrauded. 

A daring method of stealing nickels from con- 
ductors was witnessed on a West Side street-car 
yesterday afternoon by a TRIBUNE reporter. The 
front platform was crowded, and when the con- 
ductor came up to collect fares and said Fare. 
please,“ the reporter saw an outspread hand 
shoved up. It didn’t belong to the conductor, 
but into it several nickels were dropped. Then 
it was quickly withdrawn. 

The conductor's voice4was again heard. Fare, 
please.“ as he pushed up on the platform. 

How many times do you want to be paid? 1 
just gave you my nickel. said a passenger. 

The conductor did not push the matter, as he 
thought he had made a mistake. He asked sev- 
eral er men On the platform and was roughly 
told that he also had their fares. He was sure he 
had collected only halt of the fares and told the 
river to stop the car. 

Nov, gentiemen, you can see for yourselves, 
if you want to look on the register, that I did not 
get your nickels.” 

The men looked on the face of the register. 
There were only seven fares rung, and there 
were at least fifteen passengers on the plat- 


orm. 

„Well, I can’thelpit; I paid you my nickel, 
and you will not get another cent from me. said 
one man, and the others said the same thing. 
The conductor had to give in, and the car was 
again put in motion. 2 

Meanwhile the sneak thief had made his es- 
cape, probably to try the dodge on another car. 
The reporter told the conductor what he had 
seen. e latter was surprised, and said: 

Every day thisweek when I would ask for 
fares I have n told the same story. As soon 
as I get to the barn I will report this and try to 
have a detective look it up.” 

Other conductors on different lines say that on 
every rush trip from five to ten passengers posi- 
tively refuse to pay, saying that they haa already 
paid. Said one condactor: Ou my last trip a 
man asked me for his change after 1 had asked 
him for his fare. He said that he had gave me a 

varter and wanted his change back. Of course 

did not give it to him, for I was sure he did not 
give it to me. and I accused him of being a thief; 
theh he jumped off. took the number of the car, 
and said he would report me. Probably the tip 
you give me of those sneak thieves will save 
me.

CRITICISING THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The Baptist Ministers Praise and Also Find 
Fault with the System. 

At the meeting of the Baptist ministers yester- 
day the Rev. T. B. Thames of the La Salie Ave- 
nue Baptist Church read a paper entitled Some 
Needed Reforms in Our Public School System.“ 


He said in part: 

“ The reiation between intellectual life and re- 
ligious life is intimate. There is no doubt that 
our public schools as at present conducted are 
doing a great and noble work. But the question 
for us to consider is whether they are doing the 
full amount df good of which 9 are capable. I 
think not. In the frst place the relig- 
ious and moral tone which prevails in 
them is not what it should be" 
It is largely a matter of caprice and depends on 
the character of the individual teacher. A great 
mistake was made when the Bible was taken 
from the public schools to satisfy the demands of 
the Catholics. But this did not satisfy them, for 
they then withdrew their children on the ground 
that the schools were trreligtous, when the only 
religious feature in them been withdrawn at 
their request. The matter of general cultivation 
and refinement should be carefully considered. 
At present these things are sadly negiectcd. 
There are in our sehools 1,500 female teachers to 
sixty-nine males. There are thirty-seven schools 
in which there is only one male instructor. 
There ure forty-seven in which there is no male 
instructor at all. I hold that for our boys 
there ought to be an ideal of masculine dévelop- 
ment and attainment whicha woman cannot 
furnish. Furthermore it impossible for a 
woman to control boys as tually as a man. 
For that large class of “who do not finish 
the course there shoul a rearrangement of 
the course of study.” 

The views advocated in the paper were gen- 
erally indorsed by the speakers who followed— 
the Rev. C. Perren, the Rev. George Wrenn, the 
Rev. Mr. Thearle, the Rev. Mr. Colver, the Rev. 
Mr. Wolfenden, and the Rev. Mr. Fletcher.

What is the commercial useof our own 
canal? It carries some stone and brick, and 
not enough of them to pay for its repairs. 
The toils have been taken off the Erie Canal, 
which once did great things for the State of 
New York and the West, but it cannot com- 
pete with the railroads which parallel it. 
Last year it cost the State three quarters of 
a miliion to keep it in repair, and its tonnage 
was much less than it was the year before. 
It is only a question of when it will be 
abandoned. 

The rivers, those broad, free, natural water- 
ways, have fared no better than the artificial 
ones. The miles of steamers that used to line 
the levees of New Orleans, St. Louis, Cin- 
cinnati, Louisville, Pittsburg, and other cities 
have shrunk to a few boats, old stern-wheel 
tows. The floating palaces of the inland riv- 
ers have disappeared. The Iilinois Central 
Railway has paralleled the Mississippi, and 
has ruined its commercial marine in spite of 
the lavish use of money by the Federal Gov- 
ernment to improve its channel. A dozen 
railways running to Atlantic ports are con- 
veying the freight of the river Stutes which 
used to follow the Mississippi to New Or- 
leans. They have stripped the great river of 
its traffic and travel. The mighty river 
trade of former days by swarms of steamers 
and barges has shriveled into pitiable pro- 
portions. A few boats still ply on the wind- 
ing streams of the cotton States, but their 
usefulness is lessening day by day. If a nav- 
igable river open all the year round cannot 
compete with the iron horse, what hope is 
there for a canal which is available for only 
six months of the year? Were one construct- 
ed from here to the Mississippi it would be 
crushed bj the opposition of the parallel rail- 
ways, whose rates would always be the low- 
est and speed the greatest during those 
months when competition was possible. 
Even the great. lakes are unable to do more 
than barely compete with the railways dur- 
ing the summer season, ana then chiefly on 
such articles as ore, coal, salt, and grain. 

The cost of railway service is cheapening 
day by day. The roads now use a seventy- 
pound steel rail which is practically inde- 
structible, and enables them to run faster at 
less cost. More powerful engines, larger and 
better cars, carrying twenty to twenty-five 
tons each, contribute to the cheapening of 
transportation. 7 . 

It would take the expenditure of twenty to 
thirty million dollars to make from Lake 
Michigan to the Desplaines, at the Summit, 
the ship canal the valley people say they 
must have. For that sum a thousand miles 
of steel rails could be laid, connecting this 
city with Denver. For the forty or fifty mill- 
ions which the canal would cost if carried to 
the Mississippi, with no more than fourteen 
feet channel of water, a steel rail road could 
be built from here to San Francisco. It 
could be operated all the yvear round for 
freight, expreds, mail, and passenger pur- 
poses; the canal for half the year for a few 
articles of coarse freight. 

The great IIlinois waterway scheme is dead, 
killed by tne locomotive, and can never be 
resurrected. Sewage or no sewage, the day 
of ditches to compete successfully with the 


steam horse is over, and the valley people 


can no more get the Federal Government to 
move back the hands on the dial of progress 
by building a ship canal across Illinois than 
they can get it to fix up the old National 
Road and stock it with a line of stage 
coaches and Conestoga wagons and run it in 
competition with the palace-cars. 


IS THE “GRANGER DOCTRINE” TO BE RE- 
VERSED 1 N 

The conflict. between the pork packers of 
Chicago and those west of the Mississippi 
as to unfairly discriminated railroad rates 1s 
being used by the railroads to hide or ob- 
scure the real issue which they are now 
fightmg out with the people of Iowa. The 
Iowa roads have suddenly become wonder- 
fully ardent friends of the Western packers 
and the Grangers in respect to this new side 
issue and declare they are str ing des- 
perately with the Inter-State act in order to 
beat Chicago and favor the Hawkeyes. 
Whatever clash of interest there may be be- 
tween Chicago and Iowa business-men or 
packers as to any particular rate it cannot 
obscure the fact that the contest which the 
lowa Railroad Commission is now making 
with the transportation companies turns on 
a principle of vital importance to every 
State and every business, and Chicago is as 
anxious to have that principle maintained 
and vindicated as any community in Iowa 
can be. 

The present.conflict between the Iowa com- 
mission and the Iowa roads involves nothing 
less than the iategrity of the Granger doc- 
trine,” so-called, or the right of the State to 
fix maximum rates. That doctrine was first 
asserted in Illinois, and after being taken 
through the courts of this State was estab- 
lished, as Was supposed, beyond -question in 
the Supreme Court of the United States. The 
present proceeding in Iowa, if the United 
States courts in that State adhere to the re- 
markable action already taken, contemplates 
nothing less than the overthrow of the 
„Granger doctrine” of control by State Leg- 
islatures of State railroad rates. When 
Judge Brewer first enjoined the Iowa Com- 
missioners from enforcing their new sched- 
ule of maximum rates it was supposed he 
would require the railroads to show affirma- 
tively that the proposed rates were unrea- 
sonably iow before he would make tie in- 
junction permanent. The indications now 
are, however, that Judge Brewer will not only 
asse me that he has power jo enjoin the en- 
forcement of the Iowa statute but will 
exercise it without requiring the railroads to 
prove conclusively that the new rates are un- 
reasonably low. Ik so, the only question will 
be whether the “Granger doctrine” is to 

or be annulled. :

MANNER OF GORDON’S DEATH. 

The dispatch which bas been received in 
London from Gen. Grenfell at Suakim g@iv- 
ing the first authentic account of the man- 
ner of Gen. Gordon’s death at Khartoum 
will only increase the admiration which the 
world feels for that gallant bero and Chris- 
tian soldier. The circumstances, as narrated 
by Gen. Grenfell, were gathered by him from 
a Greek, Demetrio Gorgio, recently arrived 
at Suakim from Khartoum. He was present 
the night the city was taken, and confirms 
the report that Gordon lost it through the 
treachery of his Arab contingent. Even 


after the Mahdi’s troops had entered there 


was an opportunity for him to have escaped 
from the rear of his quarters by a boat on 
the Nile. Tue gallant hero when urged to 
fly refused to do so, but awaived the Mahdi's 
dervishes, 500 in number, who had been or- 
dered to seize him. The dispatch says: 


“Gordon coolly left the balcony. *‘ Fly.“ said 
the other two, ‘ while there is yet time, in at 
the little door and take the boat.’ Shall I fly 
and leave my post?’ Gordon replied indignantly. 
‘That, indeed. would be @ disgrace. I shall not

Then he came out 
and grandiy drew himself up to his fuli hight. On 
his visage was a look of scorn. 

** Whom seek ye?’ he asked on gazing at the 
sea of an faeces. 

~ ‘Gordon Pasha,’ they cried.

“On being agaih urged by Demetrio and the 
Greex Consul to fly, Gos don replied: For 
shame. Would +e have me abandon my post 
ignominiously?’ e could easily have escaped 
at the rear then.” 


The rest of the story is briefly told. As 
the dervishes approached him he handed 
them his sword in military fashion, intimat- 
ing that he had surrendered in accordance 
with the usages of war. One of the 
wretches seized it and brutally killed him 
where he stood. Thus perished one of the 
most gallant and Chivalrous of all the Eu- 
glish heroes, dying on the field of duty and 
scorning to seek safety by flight and to de- 
sert those who had been true to him. 
The responsibility of the English Gov- 
ernment for not supporting him will al- 
ways be a matter of debate, but his 
own bravery and fidelity to duty can never 
be questioned. A monument has been erect- 
ed to his memory in London, but no stone is 
needed to commemorate a name which will 
alwuys remain as one of the most romantic 
and attractive in history.

EXPOSED. 

The Néws, being called on to state specific- 
ally what its 600,000 cubic teet waterways 
would cost, especialiy the one to be cut with 
a water surface width of 200 feet and a depth 
of sixteen along Thirty-ninth street from the 
Lake to the South Fork or West Fork of the 
South Branch—being called on to put up or 
shut up, disgracefully takes refuge behind the 
petticouts of its defunct grandmother, the 
Citizens’ Association, alias Ambler. It says 
that full information can be found in the col- 
lected works of that eminent author and also 
in the miscellaneous writings of one of its 
own editors, named Reilly, a doctor of medi- 
cine and therefore an engineering expert. 
An examination of these antiquarian treas- 
ures, however, shows that Dr. Reilly dodges 
the question of cost, especially of the cost of 
any enlargement of the South Branch by 
condemnation of 40,000 feet long of docked 
frontage. He déals in generalities, and it is in 
financial generalities that great danger lurks 
to the taxpayers. In some of these docu- 
ments of Reilly and Ambler it is suggested 
that partof the water needed to make up 
the 600,000 cubic feet a minute which is to 
be sent down the Llinois Valley shall go 
through the old: Sag channel. Thatis all 
right enough, but it is something with which 
Chicago has nothing to do. The Sag is for 
the disposal of the sewage of the Calumet 
drainage basin away gsouth and west of this 
city. The people living there will in due 
time attend to their own drainage affairs. 
Tue Trisvne does not pretend to tell them 
when or how or et what number of millions 
of special assessments they shall drain. 
Then there was still another scheme—that of 
a covered conduit built from the lake west 
along Thirty-nintb street to the South Fork 
ofthe South Branch, so that drainage may 
be provided for that sluggish bayou. On 
this little egg the News has set hens Reilly 
and Ambler but hatched out a wild goose— 
chicken—in the form of a canal sixteen feet 
deep and 200 feet wide if it is timber piled— 
the doing of which will cogt an immense sum— 
or 240 feet wide if not piled, passing through 
the high priced, thickly settled residence 
sections of Hyde Park and Lake. The ex- 
pense of this little ditch, which is spoken of 
lightly as an incidental,” would be from 
ten to fifteen million dollars. The truth is 
chat the ews and the eminent authorities 
it quotes have all the time had in their minds 
nothing else, End have figured on nothing 
else, than a canal from the city. limits 
through the solid rock to Joliet, with a ca- 
pacity of 600,000 cubic feet, costing at least 
$25,000,000. How they were to get the water 
to fill that ditch or what the number of addi- 
tional millions the cost would be of condemn- 
ing land and cutting through the city or its 
immediate suburbs, as the channels through 
which it should flow, they never ueigned to 
inquire. Not being practical men, they did 
not think it worth their while or knew it 
was beyond their capacity. All they can do 
now, when cornered and caught, is to strut. 
around and gobble and grow red in the wat- 
ties with assumed indignation at being cate- 
chised and exposed. 


POST-MORTEM PHILANTHROPY. 
A former resident of à town in New Hamp- 


| Shire has bequeathed the sum of 85,000, to be 


placed at interest for 150 years. At the end 
of that time the accumulation is to be used 
for the establishment ot a college at his old 
home. The college is to led a university 
and named after the donor. This may be de- 
scribed asa cheap way of securing immor- 
tality of an uncertain kind. In the first 
place it is by no means certain that the in- 
vestment, if honestly placed and faithfully 
managed, will yield a return large enough to 
found such an institution. ‘At 5 per cent 
compound interest it would amount to about 
$7,500,000. At 4 per cent the total sould 
be $1,500,000 and at 3 per cent the 
sum would be only 847,000. When 
it is remembered that a good many investors 
in the United States are now glad to get the 
lowest of these rates and that there 1s a con- 
tinued tendency towards still iower rates of 
interest on the use of capital it will not seem 


| likely that the avails of the bequest will be 


equal to the ambition of the man who has 
made it. Meanwhile other sets of condiuons 
are also changing. There are few things in 
regard to which it is possibile to look ahead a 
century and a half so intelligently asthis. It

ings, while even if the bequest should be ap- 


plicable in kind it may be ridicaiously small 


for the purpose, owing to a further deprecia- 
tion in the values of the circalating media. 
Any one who knows how much cheaper 
money is now than it was 150 years ago will 
‘see the force of this objection. The discov- 
ery of gold in Australia and California, with 
silver in Colorado, has made the precious 
metals less valuable even im greater ratio 
than the tendency in the other direction due 
to the tremendous development of labor-sav- 
ing machinery in manufactures within the 
last century. 7 

There is plenty of room for the exercise of 
generosity by the rich, but itis wiser to give 
now than to provide for thé long distant fut- 
ure to the exclusion of the present. For 
aught we know that future may be abund- 
antly able to take care of itself, and there 
can be no doubt about its being better able 
to understand its own need than we can. 
The greatest benefactors of their fellows are 
the men and women who are generous 
enough to give and sufficiently wise to set in 
motion their charitable projects while still 
alive, so that they can at least see that the 
charitable intention is in a fair way to be 
carried out after they are gone. They are 
the best remembefed ana the most worthy 
to have their memories chefished by 
the whole community as well as by those 
who are directly the recipients of the bounty. 
Post-mortem benevolence is better thamfone 
at all, but it is not apt to be good for much 
when its practicality is delayed for 150 years 
after the donor has gone to his long home. 
In no case has it produced such satisfactory 
results as that which has taken shape during 
the lifetime of tne giver, been planted and 
watered by him, and left as a monument to 
perpetuate the memory of the man and his 
works. 


THE EXTRADITION TREATY WITH EN- 
GLAND. 


Now that the campaign charge of the 
Democrats that the Republican Senate 
amended the proposed treaty with Great 
Britain so as to provide for the extradition of 
Irish political refugees, has been completely 
exposed, the Senate should refuse to insert 
the objectionable clause and ratify the 
treaty. The provision which offended Irish- 
Americans was introduced by Senator Mor- 
gan, the Democratic leader of the Senate, 
and came direct from Sackville West througn 
Cleveland and Bayard. The Administration 
attempted the sharp trick of getting the Sen- 
ate to do something it wanted done but was 
afraid to do itseif, but the Republican Sena- 
tors saw the trap and declined to walk into 
it. The treaty as tirst reported had the fol- 
lowing : 


Malicious injuries to property whereby the life 
of any person shall be in danger if such injuries 
constitute a crime according to the laws of both 
the high contracting parties, 


Under this provisiog Irish political refugees 
could not be extradited from the United 
States. They could be charged with crime 
only under the laws of Great Britain, not 
under those of the United States, but to 
bring them within the treaty the crime 
must be such under the laws of both the 
high contracting parties.“ Such being the 
original provision Morgan, the Democratic 
leader and special supporter of Cleveland in 
the Senate, introduced the following amend- 
ment: 


Malicious injuries to persons or property by 
the use of explosives, or malicious injuries and 
obstructions to railways, whereby the life of _ 
person shall be in danger, if such injuries consti- 
tute a crime according to the laws of Doth the 
high 3238 parties, or according to the laws 
of that political division of either cou in 
which the offense shall have been commit f@d and 
of that political division of either country in 
which the offender shall be arrested. 


By thus making the treaty broad enough to 
include the State laws against the use of ex- 
plosives Morgan expected to satisfy the de- 
mands of Lord Sackville, the British Minis- 
ter, and secure what Bayard and Cleveland 
wanted, while putting the responsibility on 
the Senate. The Republican Senators dis- 
covered the plot and refused to carry it out. 

With the anti-Irish amendment concocted 
by Bayard, Cleveland, and Morgan stricken 
out the treaty will deserve ratification; and 
it 1s. sorely needed to destroy the refuge 
which Canada now offers defaulting bank 
cashiers, boodle officials, and trust fund and 
treasury embezzlers. All thieves and ras- 
cais of this class now tind asylum in Canada. 
The maintenance of this sanctuary for em- 
bezzlers and defaulters operates as a stand- 
ing temptation to bank cashiers, tellers, 
public treasurers, trustees, boodle Aldermen, 
and other persons in the United States intrist- 
ed with the care and custody ot other people's 
money. Canada is easily reached from any of 
the leading commercial cities of the United 
States. After a bank closes in the afternoon 
and before it opens in the morning a fleeing 
embezzler can be well on the way to his haven 
of refuge before an opportunity has been 
presented to discover his crime. The main- 
tenance of a thieves’ sanctuary so secure 


and easily reached by American fugitives is 


an outrage against the United States, and 
this country would be almost morally justi- 
fied if it seized Canada and extradited by 


force every American embezzler and boodier | 
who has taken refuge there. Let the Sen- 


ate strike out the objectionable amendment 
and ratify the treaty as soon as possible. 


ArcusisHorp CorrRIGgAN is clearly a man ot 
more zeal than discretion.

THE SENATE TU TAKE ITS FINAL VOTE 


Yesterday Spent in Considering the Wool 
schedule, and Important Amendments 
Made—Probable Action of the House 
The Oklahoma Bill to Be Voted Upon 
Thersday Next—Other News from Washb- 


ington. . 
Wasninetor, D. C., Jan. 21.—The Senate 
postponed until 5 o’clock tomorrow the vote 
on the Tariff bill The debate today began 
with Mr. Brown’s amendment to the rice 
paragraph. After long discussion Mr. Ald, 
rich suggested that the paragraph should go 
over tili tomorrow, and that in the meantime 
the Finance Committee would examine the 
facts and figures presented by the Senator 
from Georgia (Mr. Brown). If this examina- 
ton showed (as it might) that the. rates re- 
ported by the committee were too low the 
committee would be glad to offer such in- 
creases as might seem just and proper. The 
suggestion was agreed to, and the rice para- 
graph went over till tomorrow. 

On the suggestion of Mr. Vest it was 
agreed that the general debate should go on 
today until 5 o'clock, after which the ten- 
minute rule should be enforced, and that all 
debate shali cease tomorrow at5o’clock ana 
voting on the bill shall begin. 

Schedule K, “wool and manufactures of 
wool,” was then taken up. Mr. Vance moved 
to amend the first paragraph of it by making 


it read “ail wools of the alpaca, goat, and 


other like animals shall be admitted free of 
duty,” and addressed the Senate in support 
of the amendment. 

After speaking some time Mr. Vance yield- 
ed to Mr. Allison, who. reported several 
amendments to the wool and woolen sched- 
ule. The amendments, which were sent to 
the printer without being read, are to the 
following effect: 

In Paragraph 346 (taxing wools of the first 
and second class 11 cents per pound) the 
words “and second are struck out and the 
words “wools of the second class 12 cents 
per pound added. f 

in Paragraph 346 (which taxes wool valued 
at not over 12 cents a pound six cents a 
pound) the tax is increased to eight cents. 

In Paragraph 347 (reiating to wools of the 
third class valued at 12 cents or less per 
pound) the tax is increased from 2'¢ tod 
cents per pound. 

In Paragraph 348 (relating to wools over 
12 cents in value) the taxis increased from 
six to eight cents. 

In Paragraph 354 the words and worsted ”’ 
are inserted twice, so as to make it read 
“woolen and “worsted cloths, woolen and 
worsted shawls,” etc., and the rate of 40 
cents a pound on cioths valued at above 
sixty cents @ pound is increased to 45 cents. 

A like change is made in Paragraph 3565, 
increasing tne rate on flanpels, biankets, 
etc., valued at above 60 cents per pound from 
40 to 45 cents per pound. 

Paragraphs 356 and 357 are amended by in- 
sreasing the rates in the two provisos (ap- 
plying to goods weighing over four ounces 
per square yard) from 40 to 45 cents per pound. 

In Paragraph 358 (as to ready-made cioth- 
ing) the rate is increased from 40 to 45 cents 
per pound. 

In Paragraphs 361, 362, 364, 365, 866, 367, and 
308 (carpets) the ad valorem rate is increased 
trom 30 to 35 per cent; in 369 from 40 to 45 per 
cent, and in 871 (endless belts for paper or 
printing machires) from 30 to 35 per cent. 

At the evening session the pending amend- 
ment to place ail wool on the free list was 
defeated by a viva voce vote. On previous 
roll calis (no quorum being present) Messrs. 
Brown, Payee and George voted in the nega- 
tive with the Republicans. 


Mr. Vest offered an amendment reducing 


from 11 to 10 cents a pound the duty on wools 
of the first and second class. Mr. Vest'e 
amendment was lost, and on motion of Mr. 
Aluson the duty on wool of the second class 
was increased from 11 to 12 cents a pound. 

Mr. Allison moved to amend by increasing 
from two and. one-half to four cents per 
pound the duty.on wools of the third class 
valued at 12 cents or less per pound. Mr. 
Allison’s amendment having been agreed to he 
further moved to increase the duty on wools 
ofthe third class (valued at exceeding 12 
cents per pound) from six to eight cents per 
pound. The amendment was agreed to. 

On motion of Mr. Allison an amendment 
was accepted fixing the.duty on woolen and 
worsted yarn valued at not more than 50 cents 
per pound, and valued at more than 50 cents 
per pound, at 30 and 38 cents per pound re- 
re in addition to 40 per cent ad va- 
orem. 

On motion of Mr. Allison the duty on 
woolen or worsted cloths Valued at above 60 
cents per pound was fixed at 45 cents per 

und in addition to 40 per cent ad valorem. 

he same rate of duty was fixed upon flan- 
nels, blankets, and hats of wool valued at 
above 60 cents per pound and upon women’s 
and children’s dress goods, composed 
wholly or in part of wool, weighing over 
four Ounces per square yard. A duty of 45 
cents per pound and 45 per cent ad valorem 
was fixed on Clothing ready made and wear- 
ing apyarel of every description composed 
wholly or in part of wool. 

On motion of Mr. Allison the duty on web- 
bings, gorings, eto, was fixed at 40 cents per 
pound in addition to 50 per cent ad valorem. 

The duty on Aubusson, Axminster, Mo- 
quette, Saxony, Wilton, and Tournay carpets 
was fixed at 45 cents per square yard 
and 35 per cent ad valorem;

HARD ON ARMY OFFICERS. 

Secretary Endicott contemplates issuing. 
an order which will do away with a custom 
almost as old as the army itself. All officers 
of the army, but more particularly those on 
duty at remote stations, have not been 
obliged to take their annual leave every 
year. In most cases the time allowed, thirty 
days, would be consumed im traveling to and 
trom their homes.

Working Immense Injury to One of 
Chicago's Chief Interests—The Wabash 
Accused of Standing in the Way of the 
New Agreement—Rules Adopted by the 
Car Service Association—Notes. 


East-bound shipments of all Kinds of freight 
except live stock from Chicago to through and 
local points by all the roads from titis city during 
the lust week amounted to 61,840 tons, against 
78,886 tons for the week preceding, a decrease of 
For the week ending Jan.5 the 
total shipments amounted to 103,664 This 
makes a total deorease since Jan. 1 of 41,824 tons. 
The most notable falling off is in corn. the only 
article on which the railroads depended fora 
large business this winter. For the week ending 
Jan. 5 the total shipments of corn from 
Chicago to Eastern. points amounted to 
58,198 tons. Last week the corn ship- 
ments amounted’ to only 13,607 tons, a decrease 
in three weeks of 44,591 tons, or over 3,000 more 
than the total decrease in all other articles for 
the three wecks. The almost total stoppage of 
corn shipments in such a short time, when the 
crop is one of largest on record, is due to discrim- 
ination in rates against this city. Corn from Ne- 
braska anc Western Iowa points, which is nat- 
urally tributary to this city, is being shipped to 
St. Louis and thence via the Mussissippi River 
barge lines to New Orleans for export to Eu- 
rope at rates against which Chicago cannot com- 
pete. In addition tothe advantage of the low 
rates by the barge lines St. Louis enjoys a differ- 
ential of five cents on grain from Nebraska, and 
yet the dealers of St. Louis are not satisfied and 
claim that Chicago hag fe right to ask protection 
against such a course. Besides this corn can be 
shipped through from the West via any of the 
junction points west and southwest from Chica- 
go at five cents less per 100 pounds than the rate 
from Chicago to the seaboard added to the rate 
from Western points to this city; consequently 
what does not go via St. Louis ana the barge 
lines goes via the junction points.. The fact that 
nine trunk Imes running east from this city 
were only able to get a littie more than 13,000 
tons of corn in a week is sufficient proof that this 
city is badly discriminated against, and that 
some decisive action is necessary if Chicago is 
not to be despoiled of its grain traffic. The total 
shipments of flour, grain, and provisions from 
Chicago through to seaboard ma ts and for ex- 
port by the eight Central fic Association 
roads during the last week amount- 
ed to 385,104 tons, against 46.577 tons 
the week previous, a decrease of 11,383 tons. The 
total shipments for the corresponding week last 
year, when the weather was exceedingly unfavor- 
able and there was but little grain in the hands 
of farmers, amounted to tons, or only 
about 5,000 less than last week's shipments. The 
total flour shipments were 4,389, provisions 9,549, 
and grain 21,256 tons. The pereentages carried

New Car Service Rates. 

Manager E. D. Moore of the Chicago Car Serv- 
ice Association announces the following new 
rules to be observed in reckoning time for the 
detention of cars: 

On cars arriving during the forenoon after 7 
o’clock and held for orders from consignees car 
service will be charged alter the expiration of 
forty-eight hours from 12 m. of that day. On cars 
arriving after 12m. to and including] a. m. of 
the following day car service charge shall com- 
mence forty-eight hours from 7 a, m. of that day. 

It should be unders that consignees are 
entitled to all of the forty-eight hours or two 
full working days in which to dispose of and un- 
load property. For example: If a car arrives at 
7 a. m., and instructions for switching the same 
to team track or private siding are received at 1 
p. m. that day, the owner of the property will be 
allowed one and one-half days for unloadi 
after the car is placed on the track desigun 
or if orders are recieved at 8 p. m. one day and 
three hours for unloading. 

If cars are consigned to team track or private 
track car service will be charged after the expi- 
ration of forty-eight hours from the time tne 
same are placed on track for unloading. Such 
consignments shall be delivered on tne track 
designated on the way-bill immediately on ar- 
rival or as soon thereafter as the ordinary 
routine of y work will permit. 

Forty-eight hours will be allowed for loading 
cars on team track and seventy-two hours for 
loading on private tracks.

Wasnixeron, D. C., Jan. 21.— The account’ 


of the outrages upon Americans in Samoa 
and the insults offered the American flag by 
the Germans has been read here with ab- 
sorbing interest. The State Department of- 
ficials'do hot seem to be much moved by the 
recital of the wrongs inflicted upon their 
countrymen in those remote islands, but in 
all other quarters tae strongest indignation 
is expressed against the course of the Ger- 
man Government in suffering the outrages 
to be perpetrated without an instant effort to 
punish their authors. The conduct of the 
State Department is severely criticised as 
lacking in firmness and vigor, and the out- 
come is likely to be some free expression of 
the sense of both Houses of Congress. 

At the State Department end at the Ger- 
min Legation there is considerable anxiety 
and apprehension concerning the state of 
affairs at Samoa. The German Minister 
keeps his mouth closed and eludes as far as 
possible all interviewers. Secretary Bayard 
says as little as he can make serve the pur- 
pose. The Sccretary said to a correspondent 
yesterday that the State Department had not 
received any information of an alurming 
character from Samoa since he transmitted 
all the correspondence on the subject to Con- 
gresa last week. Subsequent dispatches, he 
says, are rather of a n nature.

CONSUL GENEKAL SEWALL. 


He Giver His Opinion of the Condition of 
Affairs in Samoa, ; 

New York, Jan. 21.—[Special,}—Harold M. 
Sewall, United States Consul General at 
the Samoan Islands, 1s stopping at the Wind- 
sor Hotel for a few days. He received his ap- 
pointment early in 1887 and remained on the 
islands until last September, when he re- 
turned to this country on leave of absence. 
Soon after his departure from the islands 
the present trouble broke out. Consul Gen- 


eral Sewall was summoned before the House 


Committee on Foreign Relations, and since 
giving his testimony before that body has 
been awaiting orders to return to his post. 
He will probably take tue next boat to 
Samoa, which sails next month. In the 
méantime Vice-Consul Blacklock is hoiding 
up the United States end in the little group 
of islands, 

Mr. Sewall was not particularily communi- 
cative this moraing. In the first place, he 
said, he couldn’t discuss the merite of the 
German position on the Samoan question, as 
it would hardly do for a Consular officer of 
the Government to seem to commit the Gov- 
ernment. As to the outrages on American, 
rights committed by the Germans he knew 
no more than anybody else, as he was in this 
country when they were perpetrated. As 
regarded the causes for the active interest 
which the United States had taken in Samoan 
affairs of late 2 Mr. Sewall, however, 
spoke freely. e said: 
_ * Phe location of the Samoan grouprenders 
it extremely important that it should be neu- 
tral. As you doubtless know, itis directly in 
the path of navigation between this country 
and Australia. About all the other islands 
in tne South Pacific are under the dominion 
of some European country. For this reason 
it is highly desirable the Samoan Is!- 
ands should be independent. The islanas 
have been resorts for South Pacific whalers, 
are valuable as coaling stations, and up to 
the time of these troubles the South Pacific 
Squadron of our navy had a cogling station 
there. We have hada Consular representa- 
tive sbere since 1840, and in 1878 made the 
first treaty with the islanders ever made 
by any first rate Power. We have no great 
number of citazens resident there, nor 
any large amount of capital invested. But 
the islands are most fertile, have a prom- 
ising commercial future, and a vigorous 
trade between San Franciso and Samoa has 
been springing up. A little more than a year 
8 Germany deposed and deported King 

ahetoa and placed Tamasese on the throne, 
Tamasese had no claim whatever to tiie 
throne or the succession, and about the ist 
of last September the Samoans revolted 
against his rule. The German war vessels 
and their crews of course were called into 
play to force Tamasese’s ciaims, and since 
then there has only been about a month’s 
quiet on the islands.
